ly is extremely difficult to extract anything of a definite or 
conclusive nature from the report concerning: Palestine of the 


Mandates Commission to the League of Nations, as supplied to © 


us by the Jewish. Telegraphic Agency and printed by us last 
week. The only concrete expression of opinion which the docu. 
ment reveals seems to be something to the effect that if the 
administration ofthe Mandate were not difficult it would be easy, 
and that since it. is not easy it is difficult! This illuminating 
pronouncement is, however, varied by commendation of Sir 
ILERBERT SAMUEL whose meritas High Commissioner in the eyesof the 


Mandates Commission is a characteristic—and we are not surprised | 


it found it so obvious a one—of having pleased-no one in particular 
in Palestine. We can only aseure the Commission that their 
report will eminently do likewise. There would, of course, be nolittle 
humour in the report which might please some people, were it in any 
eense matter for laughter to note that the Commission have, to 
all appearances, nothing like a clear notion of theirown Mandate or 
the purpose it is intended to subserve. They flounder about with 
“ifs” and“ may bes" and “perbapses’’; and then, as if torecoyer 
from the giddying effects of their own gyrating, they clutch hold of 
the CHURCHILL-SAMUEL Memorandum with unfeigned wild joy. And 
no wonder, for here at least they can find agreement, anyway on the 
part of the Zionist Organisation, which the Commission see was 
and was intended to be—by those who compassed the acceptance of 
the Memorandum by Dr. WrizMANN and his colleagues—a severe 
snub. if not a lasting rebuke to certain Zionists who are called 
“ Extremists.” The Commission say that these Zionists earned that 
name because they nourished designs " for supplanting the Arabs in 
Palestine by the Jews.’ Lut the Commission are entirely mistaken. 
There have never been such people anywhere on earth ; at least, we 
never heard of them; and we are supposed to know all about the 
* Extremist” Zionists. No; those only of whom we are aware, earned 
their sobriquet by a much simpler and less complex method. It 
was because they based themselves upon the elemental pro- 
position that two and two make four. Obediently to that 
golden rule they argued that when the Balfour Declaration and 
the Mandate adumbrated a Jewish National Home a cabbage 
patch was as little meant as a community. When the historic 
document of November, 1917, was transmitted to the Zionist Urgani- 
sation, thgse ~ Extremists’ understood it was because the policy it 
announced was compatible with that of the Zionist Organisation, If the 


CRAURCHILL- SAMUEL Memorandum had been meant—that and nothing 
more—it should have been addressed to Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE 
or Mr. LiONEL be RotTHscHILD, who should have been asked to com- 
municate it to—well we are not sure which of our institutions, or that 
it matters much. But placed in theixy hands, the one to whom it was 
actually despatched would certainly not have been chosen. It ig 
because there are—thank God!—Zionists who persist in applying first 


| principles of logic to Zionist matters that there are “ Extremist” 
- Zionists, and it is not in the least surprising that the Mandates 


Commission of the League of Nations does not understand this a 
little bit. What is to be done? Well, we imagine it is for Zionists 
are Jewish Nationalists (thatis who are true Zionists), not to take who 


more than a passing notice of the Mandate’s Commission's report, and . 


to go along with their work, and chiefly (with the mass of them) to go 
onfpaying their moral due to the Palestine Foundation Fund. After 
all, they bave enough and to spare to do in the way of practical 
Jabour for the re-establishment of our National being, without 
bothering to unravel such verbal puzzles, very much like the 
Hampton Court maze transformed into words, provided by the 
Mandates Commission's report. 


A Threat to Aliens ? 


Tur apparent threat to aliens contained in the speech delivered 
on Wednesday by the new Home Secretary, Sir W. JoyNson-HIcks, 
must, we are sure, not be taken so much as anything of the kind but 
rathec as a sort of manifestation of thanks to those who have been 
wildest in the political enthusiasm which has heen rewarded by the 
return of the present Government to power. For, after all, threaten. 
ing if not terrifying to the alien as the Home Srererany’s speech 
may appear at first blush, a trifling examination of the words used by 
Sir WILLIAM shows that they indicated what is likely to be an almost 
mild policy. The Home Secretary said two things. First, that aliens 
who are admitted must satisfy the Governmént that their immigra-

‘or, as their administrator, secure new laws for the purpose’, whereby 
av .alien committing any offence- shall be deported.

were not likely to be deeply iniluenced by his promotion 
to a Secretaryship State, his words might be serious.

will show bow entirely unfeasible such a policy as he adumbrated 


is likely to prove, even if it were ever to be tried. We leave 
aside the execrable injustice of it, and would ask. the Howe 
SECRETARY whether there are not many more Britishers outside the 
sritish Isles than there are aliens iaside. What does he think other 
peoples, including those of America and the Dominions, are going 
todo if England takes to deporting every alien for any offence, how- 
ever trivial, he may commit? Why, of course, they will do likewise 
in respect to any Englishman who happens to be an alien in their 
midst. Allowing, then, that although the Englishman may be nearer 
the angels than the alien in England is near unto the devil, there 
cannot be much doubt that sheer numbers would, if the Home 
SrereTary’s policy were enforced, make the last estate of this 
country much worse than the first, so far as containing persons 
who had offended against the laws of the land to which they 
were bound. In other words, this country would have sent back 
to it a far larger number of delinquent persons now living in 
various countries who were English-born than the aliens, now living 
here it would get rid of under the Home Secretary's plan. For we 
must recollect that every alien in Great Britain does not come from 
Russia or Poland or Lithuania. ‘Some hail from America and some 
from such places as Canada and Australia and South Africa, 


Our Pioneers. 


No true Jew can read with other thau hopeful pride the article 
we publish this week from the pen of Mr. GRAHAM WALLAS. It is @ 
description, graphic and telling, of the impressions created in anon- 
Jew by the Jewish re-settlement of the Land of Israel. The picture 
which the writer draws from his personal observations, of the 
development that is proceeding of the new Palestine, strikes us as 
even less in the nature of the story of some great, wondrous 
wiracle than as a tribute to the capacity inherent in the Jew, 
to the Jews powers of productive labour, bis practical ability 
and. above all, the abiding love that fills him for the land 
he claims to be his. ‘These are qualities that are little as 
much as suspected in the average Jewish inhabitants of the 
countries whence the Chalutzim are mostly drawn, They are, 
indeed, rare in the Jews of other lands, even those happy in 


his satisfaction and his. 
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the enjoyment, both legally and morally, of equal citizen privileges. 
The characteristics are, of course, there; they do not arise as by 
magic from physical contact with the land of Jewish bope. They 
are, however, overlaid by other traits acquired from, or at least a 
result of, the environment in which Jews are placed. How 
quickty they shed these distinctive marks of a partial assimila- 
tion, and how much better they are in every sense for the 
process, when transplanted to the essentially Jewish conditions 


which are being formed in Palestine as the foundation of the Jewish 


National Home. Mr. WALLAS testifies with much force. Indeed, 
what be tells us on this score raises something of a problem, a 
somewhat paradoxical one in fact, It would surely not be to the 
general advantage of Jewry that our people in the Land of 
Israe! should be so far removed from their brethren the world over, 
morally, spiritually, and ethically, as to comprise a special and 
segregated kind or sect rather than a thoroughly representative 
aggregation of Jews. Nor would a sort of hot-house-growun 
population of Jews make the most favourable material out of which 
the Jewish Nation of the future is to be built up. Happily, no such 
super saintly Jews are, as Mr. WALLAS, it seems to us, supposes, 


~ necessary, if we are to look with confidence for that great religious 


mossage Which he foresees as one result of the new Vishub. We 
Jews who are Jewish Nationalists, believe and hope with bim 
that our National re-generation will result in the effectual under- 
taking by thea Jew of his Divinely-ordained Mission to all man. 
kind. But in the performance of that glorious charge all Jews, and 
not merely a selected portion, have the capacity as they have the 
right to do their part. ° 


The Price of er Meat. 

THERB are cdrtain points in connection with the price of 
kache~ meat in th§ Metropolis, which we are gratified to see are 
at last presentiog themselves tothe community at large; and we hope 
that we do not take to ourselves any undue merit in supposing 
that ‘Tue Jewisn Caronwie has done something to expedite the 
process. It is obvious from the debate at the Deputies last 
Sunday and from the decision come to, that. there is not 
much confidence felt -in the special committee appointed some 
time ago by the Shechita Board to examine into the question of 
the price of kasher meat, or in the report then arrived at. [tis 
also ‘clear that there is considerable dissatisfaction in the com- 
munity with the charge which those who desire to abide iby 
the precepts of the Mosaic Law have te pay for meat killed in 
accordance therewith. A community of Jews possessing anything of 
the financial acumen constantly attributed to our people, again, isnot 
likely for ever to remain under the delusion that the Shechi‘a Board 
can manage, somehow or another, directly or indirectly, to filch 
from the consumers of fashker meat the buge sum that. to-day 
lies hoarded in its coffers, without being provided for at 
some point in the journey which the animals take from their normal 
lives to becoming human aliment. It follows that someone along 
the road taken by the journey must have paid this great sum, and that 
in the ultimate it must have been provided by the consumer. We 
have called attention to these matters many times in these celumne, 
and while giving the profoundest credit for the financial genius of 
Mr. Liss ck, the President of the Shechita Board, we have felt our- 
selves unable to accept his tacit assurance that by some financial 
stroke he has been able to turn the starved resources of the 
Board. as they were when he took office, into the repletion 
in which we now find them, without any recourse to or 
tax upon anyone. The committee which the Deputies has agreed 
to appoint, will doubtless solye some of these problems. But of 
‘most consequence is it to feel sure, as we are certain no one 
can to day, that the present system whereby the Metropolis is 
supplicd with kasher meat and the Shechita Board with huge funda, is 
the best for securing the widest and the most extended consumption, 
particularly among the poor, of food that is ritually allowed.

LETTER which appeared in last week's Jewish CHRONICLE 
from the Editor of Hazore of Kovno, Mr. Elyezer Fried- 
mann, interested me considerably. He suggested that 
Palestine should no longer be se called by Jews but 

that it should be called Land of Israel. He gave, it is true, some 
very excellent reasons why the name should be altered as he sug- 
gested. But running throughout hie communication, there can be 
seen the idea that, as he put it, the wrong that was done to us Jews 
when we were as a nation robbed of our country and its name 
altered, could in great part be undone if only we Jews determined 
to call Palestine Land of Israe). l observe that the Editor of THe 
Jmwisn CHRONICLE aids and abete his press colleague, as he calls 
bim, in this enterprise; but it is only right to say that, although 
iuferentially expressing agreement with Mr. Friedmann, he has not 
given any reason for the faith thatseemsto beinbim. But I do not 
think | am far wrong in suggesting that Mr. Friedmann in bis letter 
provides a telling instance of the peculiar importance, and indeed 


reverence, which we Jews are constantly paying to unrealities. 


Let us but call Palestine the Land of Israel and the land of Israel] 
it will be, seems to be the notion that forms the basis of the proposal) 
whieh THE JEWISH CHRONICLE bas adopted and Mr. Friedmann urges 
should be general. And this, be it observed, is apart altogether from 
the feeling, very natural; very understandable, and indeed very 
general, which animates peoples who have lost a territory that was 
once theirs and bave refused to denominate. it by the term applied 
to it by their despoilers. Here, again, however, there is a striking 
difference between Jews and the rest of the world; because Jews 
have not maintained as their every-day language their original 
tongue. They have, therefore, come to call their ancient land 
Palestine, pot. as Mr. Friedmann suggests, so much because they have 
“forgotten Zion” as because they generally refer to it in their 
native language. | 


Re this as it may-—and of course a great deal more could be 
written around that one point—(I think that my contention in regard 
to itis amply borne out by Mr. Friedmann himself, who tells us that 
whenever any. writer in Hebrew refers to Palestine, be still refers to 
it as Eretz Yisrael, Land of Israel)—-of much more practical value 


i the fact that Mr. Friedmann and many others feel that 
if we only make up our minds to call Palestine “Land of 
lerael "—well, then, the trick is done and the land is ours! 


| wonder how many mere phrases constantly employed by 
Jews are employed with the same underlying idea. Say a 
thing and the thing is; say it, whether it is so or not 
eny if, even if you know it is not so; keep on saying it andit may 
or will be; leave off saying .t and it wont be. That seems to be 
the sort of Coué belief or doctrine with which Jews are pre-eminently 
ereized. I have been at more than one publie meeting where orator 
after orator has in language of more or less grandiloquence asserted 
that we Jews are a nation, and that nothing will.deprive us of that 
privilege, since nothing bas for two thousand years. These senti- 
ments have always been received with rapturous applause by those 
who do not stop to think whether the speakers’ statement bas any 
truth init, or ifso how much. Those comprising the meeting feel 
persuaded that it were best both for Jews themselves and for the 
world at large that Jews should be a nation, and therefore they do 
not stop to enquire about anything more than the grateful and 
eomforting nature of the orators aseeverations, 


Let me just for a moment enlarge a trifle upon this 
point. What is a nation? The other day | came across what 
eccurs to me as a euccinct and really useful interpretation 
ef the much abused word. ~“ Nation,’ said the writer to whom 
I allude, “is a large group of people who wish to belong 
together.” It seems to me that it is necessary to add, “and who 
do not wish to belong to any other group of people.” But eyen 
adopting what I think is the incomplete meaning of ‘nation’ which 
I have quoted, a moment's thought will show the extent to which we 
Jews are not anation. Do we, in fact, wish to “ belong together?” 
Te not our choicest boast that we belong not together, notwith- 
ttanding the declarations made by us in our prayers and amope 
Ourselves that all Jews are brethren, and statements of tbat Lind ?

f yqu want .to see resentment, let someone deny to the average . 
Jew in England that he is an Englishman, or in America that he is, 
American, or in Giermany that héis a German, and watch that Jew's 
attitude. His claim to be an Englishman, an American, a German, 
or for that matter a Frenchman or a Dutchman, is perfectly sincere, 
and to my mind has unquestionable justification. But what becomes 
ofthe nation idea, of Jews wishing “to belong together’? ‘There- 
fore, of course, the only basis for the orator's assertion is that in his | 
‘View, Jews ought—and he probably means only in certain cirenm- 
stances which | need not detail—to be a nation. That, however, is. 
a very different thing from saying that a nation we are. But the 
orator says so and the meeting accepts his words, not because those 
comprising it are epamoured of untruth but because at the back 
of their minds they set high value on unrealities and think that if 
only we keep saying Israel] is a nation long enough, a nation it will 
be, however much its real and actual condition may be disproof of | 
the assertion. | 

To be sure, the instance I have quoted is by no means the only 
one in which what I have termed worship of unrealities prevails. 
We are told with the same neglect of actualities that Judaism is a 
religion, meaning that Jews can be differentiated from other peeple 
by the religious belief which they hold. lt is av alluring phrase. 
it appeals to the imagivation to suggest that there are thirteen 
millions of people seattered over the face of the earth, of different 
nativities, of different political loyalties, of different national allegi- 
ances, and yetthat allare bound together by a creed. a belief,a religious 
theory; a system of theology or devotion to a single tiod idea, from 
whichever point of view the Jewish religion is regarded. But al) that 

18690 much unreality, the truth being that Jews tbe world over are 
virtually as diverse in their religious beliefs as they are in theix 
political leyalties. 


In the same way we are constantly referred toas the People of the. 
Book, meaning the people through whose influence the Bible has 
been disseminated among the peoples of the earth. Here, again. we 
have a phrase that is grateful and comforting. but is an unreality. 
The most Jews have done ig to keep the Vible for themselves. Where, 
_ pray, have Jews done anything comparable to the work of the Bible 
Society inthe way of spreading the Old Testament—I am not, of course, 
thinking of the New-—to the very ends of the earth’? So one 
might run through a whole catalogue of current, conventionaly- 
adepted, facts’ concerning Jews which, when examined, must be 
_ fownd to be unrealities, and to bave no juetification intruth. Yet they 
are cleaved to because, somebow, the Jewish psychology reasons that 
the mere assertion or proclamation of anything is the all-important 
element. It may be that, in course of time, the Jew who, paradoxically 
enough, has the supreme faculty of seeing into the inwardness of 
everything and everyone not himself, bas gained this characteristic 
as a eubconscioue defence against the untruths concerning him, 
the uprealities that to his discredit are assigned to him by non Jews 
aud by those who love us not,

unconcernedly, anyway unenergetically, And thisin process oftime and 
in turn has brought Jews to the world-position they occupy. if, for 
instance, instead of our orators saying “we are 2 nation "— loud and 
prolonged cheers—they bad preached the value of J ewish Nationalism, 
had shown Jews that almost alone of all peoples of the earth they 
have proved themselves so politically effete, so flaccid and careless, 80 
enamoured of themselves as they are, that they really are content 


to be not a nation, so long as they can declare themselves | 


to be a nation—a sort of having the best of both worlds— 
we might long ago have taken o definite position vis.?-ris the 
peoples of the earth and made a successful struggle for 
the regaining of our nationhood. Or, we might definitely 
have thrown up the sponge and lost ourselves in the uncharted 
seas of assimilation, And either process, I believe, would have saved 
us from the essential difficulty which is the basis of the Jewish 
problem, and that is the abnormality of our place in humanity, aa 
abnormality, which Lord Cecil of Chelwood recently reminded us, 
must ever lead to trouble, . 

Ta the same way, fam convinced that if, instead of talking vain 
‘balderdash about Jews being the People of the Book, or a people of 
a single religious belief, we had recognised that we had not really 
honoured our Divinely-given obligation to spread throughout the 
world the priceless heritage of the Bible, or that Judaism 


comprises an almost endless series of religious beliefs, and that - 


there are thousands and thousands even of Jews with none, 
we should have realised the extent to which .we have been 
negligent in performing any mission at all, Instead of never 
having made up our minds what that precise mission is, we should by 
‘now have taken a place in the religious thought of the world that 
would have earned the name of Jew reverence and esteem, and could 
not have given even the remote gtound a dictionary maker iu 
the twentieth century has to set us down—even in a secondary 
sense—-as unscrupulous usurers and bargainers.’ When, and only

The First London Synagogue. 

A week or two ago I referred to the first Jewish place of: 
worship in the Metropolis as having been situated in (reechurch 
Lane. Now Il am reminded that Mr, Wilfred Samuel, from whom a 
communication upon another matter appeared in this column the 
other week, has recently published a valuable and interesting 
volume on the subject. He has fixed the date of the establishment 
of the Synagogue in Creechurch Lane as “in the first weeks of 
1657,” and says that its consecration “ synchronised with the opening 


ofthe Jewish burial ground in Mile End,” its exact site being “at the | 


corner of Creechurch Lane and Bury Street, facing the great gate 
of the Priory of Holy Trinity (or Christ Church, whence Creechurch.. 
Mr. Samuel was able t© gather these particulars from a close 
examination of some old leases preserved in the Guildhall Library 
tracing through one, to the Church Wardens of St. Katherine (¢ ree. 
church, a lease to “Antonio Fernando Carawayal!, of London. 
merchant,’ identified with Carvajal, “the first English Jew: to 
settle under the Cromwell! “Charter.” ‘The relations of these ear!-> 
Jews to the non-Jews among whom they came were evidently most 
cordial; for Mr. Samuel, by an examination of various entries in 
the Churchwardens’ accounts, shows that on at least three occasions 
the bell of St. hatherine Creechurch was tolled to mark the burial 
of Jews, and that on one occasion the church lent the Jews their 
pall, Ono the other hand, we find the Jews contributing generously 
to erect a new organ in the church. ; 
By the by, Mr, S.J. Henochsberg, of 53, Carlton Hill, N.W.&. 
writes to say that I inadvertently excluded two SsvYuagogues outeide 
the City boundaries that were in existence before the congregation 
in Great Portland Street was formed. He refers to these in St. 
Alban’s Place and Maiden Lane respectively, and mentions some 
interesting personal recollections in respect to both places of 
worship, But when I wrote I was, of course, referring only to 
synagogues now functioning, whose establishment marks the present 
progress of our people from the Centre to the further places of the 
town, mostly in its North, West and North-West districts,

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Wanted : A Communal Arbitration Court. 
From Dayan A. Feidman, B.A. 
To the Editor of Tuk Jewish CHRONICLES 


§1n,—Your contributor, “ Mentor,” in the course of his article suggest- 
ing the formation of a Communal Arbitration Court, has seen fit to prop 
up his case by ridiculing the Beth Din and ita work. He displays a 
regrettable ignorance of the nature and activities of that institution. | 


He complains that the Beith Din is not like any other Court. Of 


course it is mot, and it is not intended to be. The Beth Din has 
not the concomitants of the ordinary Courts, such as multiplicity 
of officers and attendants, robed and bewigged lawyers, costly fees and 
the swearing-in of the parties and witnesses. In the absence of counsel, 
the Dayanii. must necessarily interrogate both plaintiff and defendant 
in order to elicit the true facts. But the Dayanim, animated by the spirit 
of PTZ and “WT, fairness and equity—and equipped as they are with 
Jong experience and knowledge of Jewish psychology, are at least as well 
qualified to dealwith Jewish litigants as is a man who has had training 
in English law only. And the principles governing Jewish civil law and 
its administration are certainly not inferior to those of any other civil 
code. | 

: “This funny little Court,” as “Mentor” respectfully styles it, 
ad judicates on an average upon 400 civil cases a year. In only very rare 
instances, extending over a great number of years, have its decisions been 
questioned by the parties, or been-reversed by an outside Court. Not so 
very long ago, two communal leaders, who are members of the legal 
profession, were briefed in an appeal to upset a decision of the Pcih Din, 
before the High Court—but they failed. And for decades, Judges, 
Magistrates, and eminent non-Jewish lawyers, “trained in English law 
and general legal matters,’ have repeatedly paid tribute to the manner 
ip which the Beth Din deale with the cases which come before it.

Sin,--The remarks of “ Mentor” regarding the Peth Din, in your issue 
of November l4th, are indeed well-timed. A recent experience of my 
own there, if at all typical, goes to show that an honourable man, 
endeavouring to get a case properly adjudicated on, has everything against 
bim. 

Before bringing my case forward there, 1 was told by one of the 
“ Judges” that (1) my opponent would be called there three times; (2) 
if he did not appear, I should be heard and advised; that l could not 
fail on a technicality as in an English Court, as the /¢: Din’s only object 
would be to get at the facts. 

The case was a mora) debt, not recoverable by English Law, and 
various professing Jews (business men) had no doubts of the moral 
liability. I was told by friends that the Peth Din jadgments would be on 
a higher plane than ordinary law, as it set out to act on what might be 
called “God’s Law.” 

At the first cal), the “defendant” did not appear; at the second, be 
evaded coming by a letter stating that everything bad been settled in 
the English Courts. This was untrue, but the Leth Din procedure did nof, 
even at a second non-appearance, allow me to produce my evidence of its 
falsehood. I protested at the evasion, and after much pressure on my 
part, the “defendant ’ was again approached, and again declined to appear, 
per a long typewritten epistic, almost entirely untrue. When the Court 
received this, I was asked to cal) there, and odd extracts from this letter 
were read to me, including personal attacks on me by the writer of it— 
and not a word could I be allowed to say, or show, even to controverta 
tissue of falseboods. 

The net result, therefore, was, that one had to listen, from the spiritual 
heads of the community, to a series of defamations; which, if they had 
troubled to enquire into, they must have known conid not have been true. 
This sounds like a travesty of a Court, but it is a bald statement of 
fact. In an English Court the plaintiff would be heard the jirs¢ 
time if the defendant failed to appear. At the Beth Din he is not 
heard, even after three such failures and, worst ofall, the personal asper- 
sions remain on record.

DINNER IN AID OF THE FUNDS. 


THE DUKE OF Yor#, the President of the Hospital, was in the chair | 
at a dinner held on Monday, at the Connaught Rooms, Kingsway, in 
aid of the funds. The Jewish community was well represented, | 
among those present being the Chief Rabbi, Sir Hermann and 
Lady Gollancz, Sir Otto and Lady Jaff4, and members of the Jewish © 
clergy. Lord Bearsted, who was to have given the toast of “ The) 
Medical, Surgica!, and Nursing Staff,” was unable to be present in conse- 
quence of illness. The immediate appeal was for £20,000, and during the 
evening it was announced that nearly £10,000 had been received. 

The toast of “ The Royal Family” was given by the Lorn MAnsHALL, — 
P.C., Vice-President of the Hospital. | 

In proposing the toast of “The “ueen’s Hospital for Children,” the - 
DUKE.OF YOrK said that he was prond of his association with that 
Hospital, which had for over half a century rendered benefit to the poorest 
and most needy families. They wanted the Hospital to remain what it 
had always b2en—a place to which parents in the poorest circumstances 
might bring their sick and injured children without having to consider, 
first’of all, whether they could afford it. That Hospital could claim the 
special sympathies of the public. Actually seven per cent. of its incom 


Lord WILLIAM CEcIL, im responding, said that the Hospital waa | 
situated in the middie of the most crowded districta of East London, and 
was attended by some 35,000 children. 10 needed £55,000 every j 
year, a8 against £15,000 a year before the war. The House Committee, 
under the capable chairmansbip of Mr. Joseph Meller, worked very hard 
on behalf of the Hospital, and thanks were due to the various societies 
and unions for their valuable help. . 

SUsaN, DUCHESS OF SOMERSET, proposed “ The Medical, Surgical and 
Nursing Staff.” Her Grace was supported by Mr. Joserm MeLLer, whe 
spoke at length on the work done by the hospital and on the great need 
for financial support. Dr. ERic BELLINGHAM SMITH responded. 

The CHIEr RABBI gave the concluding toast, that of the ‘The Chair. 3 
man, the Duke of York.’ Dr. Hertz said that they were all aware of the 5 
fact that during the last haif-century there had been men who had pro- 
claimed that pity was a failing, and charity an interference with the ¥ 
alleged law of the Survival of the Fittest. “The weak must ¢o the wall” . 
—one notorious spokesman of that philosophy declared; “and, what is «4 
more, we must help them go to the wall.”

DEATH OF Mra. EDWIN S. MONTAGU. 

We regret to record the death, last Saturday, of the Right Hon. E.8 
Montagu, who passed away at the early age of forty-five years. Ho had 
been in ill-health for some time, following a visit tc Brazil on a financial 
mission, but his condition became serious only about the middie of 
last week. 


Edwin Samuel Montagu was the second.son of ithelate Lord Swaythiing 
(Sir Samuel Montagu), and brother of the present peer. He waseducatedat | 


Clifton College and the City of London School, subsequently going to 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where be was a distinguished President of 
the Cambridge | nion Society, At the ageof twenty-seven he was elected 
to Parliament for the Chesterton Division of Cambridgeshire inthe 
Liberal interest. Mr. Asquith, then Chancellor of the Exchequer, 


thought so highly of Mr. Montagu’s abilities that he.appointed, him  _. 
his private secretary. This position the deceased -occcupied.during some - 


part of Mr. Arquith’s Premiership, subsequently eutering the Mintatry 
as Under-Secretary for India. He proved a most capable administrator, 
having an exceptional knowledge of the country, which was, doubtless, 
to some extent gained from the business. in-whiech ~ members. of his 
family were engaged, that of Messrs. Samuel Montagu and ‘Co... founded 
by his late father. Mr. Montagu left the India Office in February, 1914, 
and became Financial Secretary of the Treasury. It was while holding 
this office that he origimated the proposal! to .iss:\>) War Savings 


Certificates, which have done so much to encourage’ national thrift. 


He was made a Privy Councillor in the following year. In 116 the 
deceased was appointed Chancellor of the Ducby of Lancaster. with 
a seat in the Cabinet. He was responsible. for the drafting.of.tho 
arrangement with J. P. Morgan and Co., which enaured for the Allies 

abundant supply of munitions and war oraterial, and at the 
same time saved many hundreds of millions of pounds on American 
purchases. When Mr. Asquith formed his Coalition Government, .Mr 
Montagu returned to the Treasury as | inancial Secretary, andafterwarda 
also assumed the office of Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. Hoe. 
succeeded to the post of Minister of Munitions, when Mr. Lioyd George 
relinquished that office. When Mr, Asquith retired from the Premiership, 
Mr. Montagu was for a time out of office; but at the invitation of Mr. 
Lioyd George, he became Secretary of State for India. 

it was in this office that the deceased found the greatest opportunities 
for his undoubted statesmanship. With Lord Chelmsford (then \ iceroy 
of India), be was responsible for the famnous report on Indian conatitationa! 
roform, granting a large extension of local self-sovernment whith 
aroused very strong opposition in certain juarters. Later, he published. 
on his own responsibility, a telegram from the Government of India 
(Lord Reading being then Viceroy}, which stated the Government's 
views on British policy. ‘This action was hotly denounced by many of 
his colleagues, and he resigned from office. From that date Mr. Montagu 
took but little part in political activity. and was defeated as Libera! 
candidate in the Chesterton Division in November, 1923. - He ¢raneferred 
his activities to the City, where he was a Director of several companies. 

The deceased was a first cousin of Sir Herbert Samuel, the High 
Commissioner for Palestine, and of Sir Stuart Samuel. One of hissisters 
is the Hon. Lily Montagu. He married, in 1915, the Hon Venetia 
Stanley, a daughter of Lord Sheffield. In his father's will, under which 
he was a residuary legates, there was a clause dGisinheriting any 
beneticiaries of the Jewish faith who should marry outside the cam. 
munity, and Miss Stanley became a Jewess prior to the wedding. ~The 
only child of the marriage, a danghter, was born last year. Mr. Montaru 
took no part in communal affairs, and was generally believed to be. like 
his brother, Lord Swaythling, a staunch opponent of Zionism as wei! Aas 
of the policy of the Balfour Declaration-and-the British -Mandate for 
Palestine. Itis said that privately he used as much influence as be co. 
bring to bear in opposition to that policy. 

ihe news of Mr. Montagu's death has been received with great regroat 
throughout India. The Viceroy referred with feeling to the former 
becretary of State in his address to the Chamber of Princes, and notable 
tributes were paic to his memory, including one by the Maharajah of 
Alwar.

Synagogue Attendance. 


DISCUSSION AT THE “ LIBERAL” JEWISH SYNAGOGUE. 

A discussion on the subject of “ Synagogue Attendance” was held on 

fanday afternoon at the synagogue, Hili Street. 
_ Mr. C. G. MonTrrionr, who presided, said that some felt attendance 
at Synagogue or public worship was a very important part of their lives in 
genera), and we should be poorer and less happy if we had not such 
opportunities. On the other hand, those who felt like that were well 
aware that there were many persons who felt quite otherwise, and who 
had as good a right to their views; and, further, that there were many 
pergons who did not attend public worship and who yet claimed to have 
an active religious life, or, at all events, to be deeply interested in 
religious problems or religion. Moreover, in addition to those who felt 
diMiculty in attending any form of public worsbip at all, there were 
many Who feit that they could attend some form of public worship, but 
the particular forms that were presented were not sympathetic to them. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. E. ROYALTON KISCH and Miss M. 
DORIS HER?. 

Mr, Kisch outlined the historical development of the various forms 
of worship among the Jews, and deduced that icdividual faith, repre- 
sented by sacrifice or prayer, was not in itself considered sufficient, and 
there had to be added to it a form of communal prayer, to preserve aud 
increase the individual faith. 

Miss HEL spoke of the needs or desires which pablic worship could 


satisfy, In some other faiths, she said, religious institutions sometimes 


formed a sort of sanctuary. and she thought Judaism had been somewhet 
backward ip performing that function. Perhaps that was because Judaism 
had always been a religion of the strong in suffering. Neligion could help 
people to obtain a proper appraisal of life. When Jews suffered persecu- 
ticn there was an ever-renewed stimulus to religion. : 

The discussion was continued by Mesars. M. J. Turner, Max Herz, 
B®. L.. Mende), who said the reason why many did not come to the 
synagogue wat because they had lost loyalty to the community, Miss 
Hmith, who said if ministers were more affable and tried to make 
personal friends of the members of the congregation, they would comie to 
eynagogue more often, Messrs. M. Simop, G. H. Mosoley, and I. 
Davidson. 

Rabbi Marrvc® said he thought that that afternoon those who 
believed in pubiic worship rather out-numbered the other side. Le 
Two thipgs were 
necessary for public worship—the one, a desir ommubnion with God, 
or religious inspiration, and the other, a feeling of fellowsbip with others. 
it was with those who felt friendship with God, but could not feel a spirit 
of friendship with man, that tho trouble regarding synagogue attendance 
arose. If they could cultivate the feeling of human fellowship, they 
would bave gone a long way towards strengthening the feeling of Divine 
fellowship and that desire to join in communion with God which they 
called public worsbip. 

The CHAIRMAN, ip bringing the meeting to a close, expressed thanks 


The Jewish-Christian Conference.” 
To the Editor of Tue CRRONICLE, 

Sik,—I cannot go the whole way with “Mentor” in.the paraliel 
which be draws between the latest exploit of the “Liberal” Jowish 
Synagoyue and the Conversionist services for Jows at Shoreditch, though 
undoubtedly, au fond,the proposed Conference at Hill Street is designed 
to help in “ breaking down Jewish segregation and Jewish_/separatencas.” 
But I do protest against this latest sensational stunt of the “ Liberal” 
Jews, which, like so mavy of their performances, is intended to keep them 
in the limelight, and to show their fellow-Jews that they are doing some- 
thing, although they cannot ‘get a decent congregation together on an 
ordinary Sabbath morning or afternoon. 

They make frantic efforts, they change “aboutifrom afternoon to 
morning, and from Hill Street to Tottenham Court Road, where they hope 
to get an increased attendance from holding a combined service for 
West End and ‘West Central. But practically all their endeavours are 
warked by failure; witness their recent Armistice Service, held on a 
Sunday morning, for all the world as if they were a Christian Chureb. 
Twodays presented themselves for this service—" Peace Sabbath ” and 
Armistice Day itself, and they chose the intervening Sunday! 

What do they expect to accomplish from this Conference with a 
few amiable clerics? Do they really think they are going to bring about 
the Millennium? I miss from the list of clerics such names as those of 
tho Archbishop of Canterbury, the Archbishop of York, the Bishop of 
Tondop. Cardinal Bourne, ‘and other great dignitaries of the LEng)ish 
churches, or, indeed, that of any outstanding leader of Christian 
thought. 1 cannot help contrasting the anxiety of Hill Street to join 
forces with Christian communities in the discussion of educational 
problems, with the ostentations manner in which they stand aloof from 
great communal efforts like the Jewish War Memorial, and the con- 
tempt which they manifest towards this and similar Jewis movements. 
All thelr pronouncements show that what they stan2 fcr ig a mere 
vague Thelsm, something far removed from what we understand to-day 
by Judaism. The Vaited Synagogue has shown a sound instinct iu 
retueing absolutely to have anything to do with this a/fuire pour rire.

122 professors and directors of veterinary institutes, twenty heads of 
colleges, and 252 veterinary surgeons were in favour of the Jewish meth 
and only two to the contrary. Miss Lind-af- Hageby admitted that his 
facts were true, but said that the Jewish method had been condemned by 
the Admiralty Committee. Then a Christian friend of theirs who was 
present asked whether the bociety would support a request for a now 
enquiry, and met with an ¢mphatic negative. After the meeting he (Mr 
Emanuel) had a conversation with Miss Lind-af-Hageby, and asked be: 
on what she based hor suggestion that the Jews in upholding thel: 
method were actuated by mercenary motives, Sho replied that she bad 
drawn her information from THe Jewish iLaughter.) 
asked him whether there were members of the Shechi‘a Board who did 
not eat 7s’ er meat. He replied that if that were so all the more honouw! 
to them for giving their time and trouble without any remuneration, in the 
interests of those who did believe in kashruth. She urged that the Jows 
should have their own abattoir and only kill enough for thelr own 
requirements. He pointed out that that was impossible, as there were 
many small places where a single animal was sufficient for the needs °° 
the community. She asked whether they conld not have a centrca: 
abattoir, and he replied that that would add greatly to the cost. 

The PResi-ENT said that they were greatly obliged to Mr. Pbmauuc. 
It had been well worth while to ask him to go to Ramagate. 

©a the motion of Mr. Monrais Myer (Cannon Street Road), a vote of 
thanks was passed to Mr. Emanuel. 

Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. 0. E. AVIGDOR GOLDSMID said that no meeting of the Join) 
Foreign Committee had beenheld, Mr. Lucien Wolf had been very much 
occupied with preparations for the next meeting of the Council of the 
League of Nations and with the ~wmerns claneus question. A legal sub 
committeo had been asked to draft the terms ofamemorial, With regard 
to Salonika they must have a little patience. The disposition of the now 
Greek Government was favourable, and the administrative measure 
already taken on the Sunday closing question were inaccord with sugges 
tions made by Mr. Wolf. They had full confidence that justice would be 
done to the Salonika Jews. In regard to Rumania inquiries had bec 
made, and no alteration had occurred im the situation since the conver 
sationsin Geneva It did appear to be true that.a large number of Jows 
had been excluded from the roll of citizens in the annexed provinces. 
The commission of enquiry that had been set up had not yet bad time 10 
make investigations. He asked Mr Wolf to say a few words in regard 
to the tate Dr. Alexander Kraudo. 

Mr, Ly CrEN WOLF said that thore wore very few survivors of the old 
Joint Foreiga Committee who remembered the services rendered by Vr. 
Alexander Brando in the great Oght that was made ftteen to twonty 


She advocated that Kams. 
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yoars ago for the emancipation of the Jews of Russia. Dr. Braudo was 
one of the least known of the valuable forcesin contemporary Jewish history. 
He was as modest as he was active and usful, Apart from his services to 
the cause ofemancipationin Russiahe(Mr Wolf) remembered how valiantly 
Dr. Braudo had worked with them in the Beilis case, and it was very largely 
due to his exertions that there bad been so successful an issue to that 
case. He would not speak of his very great services in regard to every- 
thing affecting the social and educational progress of the Jews of Russia. 
While he was a very distinguished Jew be was also a very distinguished 
Russian citizen as Director of the State Public Library—the third greatest 
library in Europe. He contributed very considerably to Russian litéra- 
ture, chiefly bibliography, and was conspicuous in all movements making 
for the intellectual progress of the Russian people. The Foreign Com- 
mittee would doubtless express their feelings of regret at his demise, but 
it wae felt that that meeting ought not to be allowed to pass without some 
tribute to his memory. 

Mr. E. N. ADLER (Anglo-Jewisb Association) joined in the tribute . 
the memory of Dr. Braudo. ; 

Mr. Morris Myer sald that be owed an explanation and apology 
to the Deputies. At the last meeting, when he raised the question of 
Rumania, he made an error in saying that the Alliance had offered a 
protest to the action taken by Mr. Wolf. It was not a protest, and he 
thought it was only right that he should correct the statement and 
express his regret to Mr. Wolf for making that error. But the suggestion 
he made remained the same. The Rumanian Government had not done 
the right thing to redress the wrong committed in Bukovina. He was in 
no way opposed to Rumania. He was very glad that the national 
aspirations of Rumania had been fulfilled, but the best interests of 
\umania would be served by according just treatment to the Jews and 
giving them their civil rights. Handing the question over to a Commission 
He hoped the 
matter would be followed up, but he wae afraid that nothipy would come 
out of the ommision: 8 iabours. 

Mr. LUcIEN WOL?r said that he was very much indebted to Mr. Myer 
for his statement. Ile desired to reassure him on the position. He 
seemed to be under the impression that the dis«ualilication of the 
Jews of the Bukovina was due to the Commission. That was an 
error. The new Commission he had been fortunate enough to 
secure had not had time to investigate the °0,000 cases that were 
involved. The complaints made related to the normal operation of the 
nationality law. The Rumanian Government war pledged to deal 
thoroughly with every Jewish case, and they must be given a little time 
todothbat. He thought it was a littic unfair that members should bring 

ip questions without notice to the Committee, which was always ready 
to give information, and in apy event should be in a position to answer 
points raised. 

Dr. $. Datenes (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) asked whether any notice 
had been taken of Lord Curzon's election speech in reference to the Jews 
and Bolshevism. ; 

The PRESIDENT said that no representations had been made. 

rhe matter was referred to the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
with power to act. 

Mr. N. LAZARUS (New Hoad; drew attention to the fact that a memo- 
randum presented to the Rumanian Government by the Chief Kabbi of 
Kisbineff, on an educational matter had been returned. 

Mr. WoLPr said that they were in close touch with the Bessarabian 
Jewish community, but Deputies must not imagine that every little 
grievance was immediately made the cause of action by the Committee. 
Ibis was a case with which the very powerful and devoted local Com- 
mittee of Jews, under the direction of Dr. Fildermap, were perfectly 
capable of dealing. 


interpretation in the Courts. 


Mr. S. LINCOLN (New) moved: 


That it is expedient in the Jewish interest that paid interpreters be appointed 
to act in such Courts of Law as are largely used by foreign Jewish litigants ; 
and that if the necessary funds for that purpose be not ava)lablie, the Jewish 
Ministry should be approached to act as interpreters, and that a scheme be 
devised for their voluntary co-operation with the Board for the performance of 
this work 
He said that there was no doubt thatthe lack of suitable interpretation 
inthe Law Courts wasthe cause of many unpleasant incidents and brought 
the community into disrepute. He paid a trib ite tothe work of the Nev. 
1. Aarons who had temporarily succeeded Mr. 8. Rehfisch at the White- 
chapel County Court. His work showed that a Jewish Minister was 
capable of filling the post of interpreter without any loss of dignity. 

Mr. A. GoLpstTI Nb (Federation of Synagogues) seconded the motion. 

Lieut.-Col. ©. WALry COHEN (Central) suggested that the whole 
question be referred to the Law and Parliamentary Committee. 

Mr. Ernest Lesser (United Synagogue) said that Mr. Aaron’s 
appointment was only temporary, pending the selection of a successor to 
Mr. Rebfisch. He strongly deprecated the idea of entrusting this 
important duty to the Ministers. He thought it derogatory to them. 

The matter was referred to the Law aud Parliamentary Committee, 


The Price of Kasher Meat 


Mr. M. Gornnpon LIVERMAN (Dublin United) moved that a Com- 
mittee be appointed to enquire into the prices of meat charged by 
Jewish butchers. Ho said that all the available evidence supported the 
view that au enquiry should be held. The negative Lodings of the 
previous Committee were open to criticlem because of the constitution of 
that body. One of the causes for bigh prices was alleged to be a restric- 
tion in the number of wholesalers, and that if the supply could be 
augmented the price would be broughtdown. A great deal had been said 
also in the Press about the accumulated surplus of the Shechi‘a Board, 
which amounted to the best part of £100,000, 

Mr. Lione. L. Conen (United Synagogue) said that that was not a fact. 

Mr. LIVERMAN sald that there was a large surplus, and he urged that 
all the facte should be investigated. 

Mr. BINDERMAN (O.A4.B, and 8.A.) seconded the motion. He said 
that the tax on sasher meat had driven a large number of poor people to 
eat trefah or not to eat meat atal). It bad already given a handle to the

anti-Semites, as they had heard. The rotailers and wholesalers were 
accusing each other. It was time the interests of the consumer were

Mr. MICHAEL Levy (Association of Jewish Friendly Socioties) said 
that it must be within the knowledge of the Shecihi‘a Board that in 
consequence of the high price of kas/ier meat a very considerable number 
of Jewish working women had to give up meat or eat frefr® They could 
not get any satisfaction from the Shechita Board. | 

Lieut.-Col, C. WALEY CoHeN asked whether the Deputies bad ancy 
power to procure evidence. 

The PRESIDENT said that they had no such power, but he thought aa 
enquiry might be usefal, 

Mr. Ernst M.B.EL. (Southend and Westcliff) said that he had 
been a member of the previous Committee, and in spite of advertisements 
in the Pross no evidence had been forthcoming from the public. He was 
not averse, however, to another enquiry, and hoped that thts one would 
be more successful. 

Mr. A, M. WArTsst (Darban) said he. thought.the Deputies wore the 
proper body to deal with the matter. If they were concerned to defend 
Shechita they should be concerned to see that its benefits reachod every 
memberof the community. There was no doubt that the prices charged 
to the Jewish public were far in excess of the charges made outside, eveu 
allowing for the small addition due to the fee. The Shechifa Board 
always pleaded thatitsduty was simply to safeguard fashr uth and that it 
was not concerned with prices. He thought the method pursued by the last 
Committee to obtain evidence was absurd. It was unreasonable to 
expect that advertising for evidence wouid induce a lady to way that meat 
was costing her 10s. or 15s, each week more than it should, or that a. poor 
woman would disclose the fact that she only had #asier meat once a 
weok, He was quite convinced that if a proper Committee were formed 
the result would be a drop in the prices charged by every butcher and 
poulterer. 

, Mr. E. GOLDMAN (Grand Order of Israci) alleged that there waa 4 
distinct monopoly in the wholesale market; and thatany attempts to break 
down the “ring” were rebuffed by the i/a Board. 

Mr, J. M. Lissack suggested that Mr. Liverman had been drawn iato 
a trap. There was no“ring.” There were 235 -acher butchermand ains 
earcase butchers, and each supplied on the avorage about thirty-one 
shops. The retailers themselves opposed the granting of: additiona! 
retail licences. 

After some farther discussion the motion was carrisd. The appoiat- 
ment of the Committee was left to the next weeting.

The Treasurer presented a financial report, which showed a sarpias. 
£150 was ordered to be invested. 


A Committee was appointed to settle the terms of the annual report.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


CCLXV.—The Sacrifice of Isaac, - 


‘My Dear Coustn. 


Doubtless it bas beon your experience that as you sit and follow ths 


reading of the woekly Sidrak in the Synagogue, all manner of thoughts 


cross your mind, some sympathetic, others critical, varying with you, 
mood or the subject matter that is read. Thathas often been my own 
experience ; and last Saturday, as I followed the story of the offering up 0; 


Isaac, I could not help contrasting modern ideas with those of the distan; 


age to which the story refers. It appears strange to'us that God, who 


according to modern notions is the embodiment of supreme goodneas, 


should demand from a father the sacrifice of his only son. In those far 


off days it would seem that mon found nothing incongruous in such a 


demand It was the Divinity’s due, and for the human it was a test ©! 
obedience. 

This latter aspect ofthe story appealed to the ancient rabbis. They 
saw in obedience to Divine commands the highest duty of man. Hab); 
Meir, for instance, taught: “Love God with your whole heart, followin: 
the example of Abraham, who was ready to sacrifice his son at Goi ; 


bidding: and the example, too, of Isaac, who bound himself to the altar” 


In the story of Hannah and her seven sous an ancient tradition record, 
that when the youngest was on his trial she urged him to go to Abrahan, 
and say, “ You built one altar ; our mother built seven, andallia one day ° 

In the old Talmudic theology Isaac is the father of all martyr: 
and the MIPY was looked upon as an act of redemption ( 
Israc!, not only in the past but also in the future, The rabbi, 
taught that when Israel is wicked and worthy of destruction 
their Heavenly Father is reminded of Isaac’s sacrifice and Stays Hi, 
hand. The mystics went farther, declaring that the Angel of Deat) | 
has no power over Israel, since they are children of Isaac, wh» 
The Bible narrative itself lends some colour t) 
these somewhat fanciful doctrines. “Because thou hast done this 
thing . . .. in blessing I will blessthee . . . andin thy seed shall 
all the nations of the earth be biessed.” Thus the writer in Genesi. 
The poets of the synagogue liturgy in later ages drew lavishly on thi. 
fund of blessing. Ina thousand different fashions they worked up t'\s 


one theme, always pleading the merit of the A/rda as a stand-by (. 


Isracl. The tdea must have been deeply rooted among the Jews in 
comparatively early times. One of the oldest prayers quoted in th» 
Mishna is an appeal for pity, based on the sacrifice of Isaac. “May Hs 
who answered Abraham on Mount Moriah answer you and hearken [) 
Even the Falashas know and utilise the story in the same way. They 
have a praver ia these terms: “ May God save us, as He saved Isaac, wh. 
was pure in heart and a servant of God.” 

My mind still wandered round abont this topic, and I recalled tha 
fact that quite early in the history of the Church it was customary to 
bring the martyrdom of Jesus into connection with the Akeda. Clement 
of Alexandria distinctly stated that Isaac was the type of Jesus. 
Tertullian drew out the parallelism in the sacrifice of each, as, tux 
example, that Isaac carried the wood for the sacrifice and Jesus carried 
the wood for his cross; 5t. Ambrose stresses the same point—Jsvac ers. 
Christi passuri eat typus; and both St. Augustine and the Venerable Bede 
followed the samo tradition. It is also of interest to observe that 
writers of the early. Christian Church identified Calvary with Moriah 
Perhaps Theodosius makes the simplest statement on the subject—/ »/ 
ibi mons Calvaria ubi Abraham obtulit iltum suum in holocaus/x»: 
in a iater age, William of Tyre, describing the geograpby of 
Palestine, informed his readers that Golgotha was, the place 
where Abraham offered his son (la fist Abraham  sacrific 
a nostre Seigneur) It may be worth noting that Christian 
writers did not stand aione in their desire to range themselves 


. a it wore, under the glory of the A/eda; the author of the second Book

Boil! dwelling on this story, [ recalied the old Jewish conception that 
the death of good men atones for the sins of their age. Christian 
theology makes much of this doctrine, litt!s realising that it is Jewish 
in origin. Perhaps thatis one reason, so 1. pondered, why the Jews are 
so little affected by the martyrdom of Jesus. Spinoza probably summed 
up the Jewish attitude in a reply he sent to one who urged his adoption 
of Christianity principally for this reason.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
WITH 


Mr. S. FINBURGH, M.P. 


: N view of the three Parliamentary elections which Mr. 5. 
I Finburgh, M.P., has fought in two years, his experiences 
will doubtless prove to be of general interest tothe community. 

To a representative of THe Jewisn CHRoNicLe he said: The 
victory I won in North Salford against Ben Tillett evidently scems 
to have been most popular, In all places of amusement the people

What measure of support did you cbtain 
from your own people in the Constituency ? 
“In an electorate of about 37,000 people 
there are only 1,436 Jewish voters, and I 
certainly had the support of 1,200 of 
these. Altogether, 14,250 people voted for 
me. I acknowledge the right of my own 
people to vote as they think proper, but 
what I complain about is that instead of 
voting for the Liberal or Socialist candi. 
date, many Jews were foremost in heckling 
and causing obstruction, which created 
- or feeling in the audience and evidence of 
It was no pleasure to have 
it pointed out to me. both at indoor and open-air meetings, that Jews were 
the ringleaders in these proceedings. These few hundredindividualscreated 
more disturbance and caused more bitter talk than did the whole of my 
non-supporters in the electorate. I should like to make an appeal 
to them, through THE JEWiIsH CHRONICLE, to ponder well over their 
obstructionist methods, as they can only lead to racial hatred and religious 
strife. This isin direct contrast to the wonderful support I received 
‘from the overwhelming number of non-Jews in this constituency. There 
was not a man or woman that did not know my faith, and the fact that, 
throughout my three Parliamentary campaigns, no political meetings 
were permitted on Friday nights speaks for itself.” 
Were there any incidents of a humorous-mafure daring the recent 
contest that you would like to mention” 


“Ves I recollect that, at an overcrowded meeting, a youth asked . 


whether one could object to vote for Finburgh on account of his being a 
Jew. He was at once pulled up by cries of, " We know he's a Jew, anda 
good ‘un at that; keep off the subject.’ On another occasion, some 
person called out: ‘We know ho’'s a Jew, but he’s got a Christian heart’ 
(a somewhat doubtful compliment). A Jewish shopkeeper, on being 


canvassed, sald: ‘ Yes, I know Mr. Finburgh is a good Jew, but why is he 


I presume you had a large number of workers ° 

“ Yes there must have been about a thousand workers, including 
a most active Jewish Committee, and their sacrifice of. time 
—days and weeks together—their enthusiasm especially on polling 
day, whilst working in pouring rain (really a terrible ordeal) were 
something remarkable and to be proud of. It must not be forgotten 
that it was my third attempt in North Salford to oust Ben Tillett—a man 
of international fame—and I fee! grateful to the Conservative and 
Unionist Association for their offer to me to be again their 
candidate. This encouraged me to persevere. and, in a sports- 
maniike spirit, to try again and again till success was achieved. 


A Catbolic clergyman asked me during the election how my people were . 


going to vote. I immediately replied that they are independent in 
exercising their votes, and that I deprecated any such thing as a ‘ Jowish 
vote’ for any purpose but that of defence.” 

Have you encountered any particular anti-Semitism in your contests” 

“TI have no doubt that much of the anti-Semitism that unfortunately 
exists arises from the fact that the Jow is not better known: and that 
his ways and methods are not better understood. If by some means more 
confidence and information of an explanatory character were to be given 
frequentiy, it would doubtless lead to a better feeling and cause 
Rishus to disappear. As an ordinary individual, I believe in never 
taking extremes, either in lauding or disparaging, and that the happy 
medium course proves the safest.” 

Have you yet considered your future political attitude in the House 
in regard to various Jewish questions? 

“I look forward, of course, with hope to become a useful member in 
the House, and will certainly, for the first few months, study the methods 
of procedure before I venture to join in the debates. There is pressing 


need for immediate attention to such questions as housip gand unemploy- 


ment, and these necessarily take precedence. Regarding the purely 
Jewish question of Shechi‘a, I hope, as a past President of the Manchester 
Shechiia Board, to take up the cudgels in no uncertain manner in defence 
of the maintenance of this religious observance, I likewise intend to stand 
up for and defend the Mandate for Palestine and to safeguard the hopes 
and aspirations of Zionists. One must naturally be very guarded in passing 
any premature opinion as to what may happen in reference to the alien 
question affecting those in our midst. I can only say that it has ever 
been my desire to do my utmost for my distressed coreligionists, ana I 
hope other Jowish M.P.’a will bo similarly sympathetic. It is to be hoped 
that while consistentiy doing our duty to our constituents, we shal! at the 
Same time recoguise that in defending the weak and oppressed we are

— The Burial of the Dead. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


‘ Specially written for the “Jewish Chronicle.” 
“And Abraham rose up from before his dead.” —Genesis ?. 
We shall read to-morrow the Biblical story of the burial of Sarah in 
the Cave of Machpelah. Abraham is depicted as mourning the death of 
his wife, and rising ap from his beloved dead to procure for it an 
honourable burial. He approaches the children of Heth, and prays 
them: “ Give me possession of a burial place with you, that I may bury 


my dead out of my sight.” The daty of burying the dead occupies a. 
' prominent place in the Jewish religion, Such importance attaches to 


Jewish burial among one’s own people that it has come to be accepted as 
the unfailing tess of membership of the community. Alas! it is a 
posthumous test, and has often been discredited on that account. 
That, in some circumstances, ons must wait till a man is doad 
before deciding whether he is to be regarded as a Jew is some. 
what of a paradox. Judaism has need of living flesh and blood and 
muscle, and not of dry bones; and obviously the burial-ground cannot 
well take the place of the synagogue. But the very helplessness of the 
dead has caused the reverent care of their remains to be regarded by us 
asa pious duty; tn Jewish phrase a loving-kindness, in regard to which 
we are taught: “The kindness we show the dead is true kindness, for 
they can never repay it.” A Jewish Barial Society is often styled “ Society 


for Showing Kindness.” Abraham, the pattern of so many virtues, is held 


up to posterity as a mode! in the practice of this virtue also. We see him 
setting about the burial of his dead as a sacred duty. In the death of 
Sarah he mourns the loss of a good woman, of a true wife who had shared 
his joys and sorrows, and proved herself a comfort and a helpin the 
many trials to which his life was subjected. 

But having vented his grief, it now behoves him to do an active 
kindness to the dead, to show honour to her remains by acquiring excl. 
sive and permanent possession of a site for her sepulchre, The honour 
we show to the mortal remains of our dear ones is the /asf honour, in the 
sense that it marks the end of a series of duties we have incurred towards 
them when living. To the dead, as such, we can scarcely be sald to incur 
any active responsibility. For what is dead is useless, and is neither tho 
better nor the worse for any honour we may payit. The dead cannot 
enjoy the blooms with which we deck its bier ; yet we feel impelled to 
offer some such tribute of affection to the lifeless body, of affection for 
what was once living and formerly demanded of us the falfilment ot 
certain obligations, I¢ is a sentiment of reverence for what was, unti! 
recently, the temple of the soul. The temple its now in ruins, but 
according to Jewish teaching, we owe reverence to what was formerly 
sacred, Still, true sanctity oply inberes in the standing temple; so tt 


incur responsibility. Alas! we often have to reflect that we have 


fallew short of our duty to those who are no more. The honour we 


show their remains is not “the last honour,” in the sense that 
it brings to a close the faitbfal fulfilment of all our previous obligations. 
Aud it is of little or no avail, for never can it compensate for what wo 
have left undone in the past. The tears we shed for the dead—how many 
of them are tears of remorse for neglected opportunities which cry aloud 
to our awakened conscience in the poet's words, — 
Come not when | am dead, 
drop thy foolish tears upon my grave, 
To trample round my fallen head, . 
And vex the unhappy dust thou wouldst not save. 
flow often do we weep before the open graye, because we are burying ia 
it alli hope that we can ever undo the past, because it is to receive the 
lifeless form which carries with it an indebtedness that we have incurred, 
and can acver now discharge! “ Weep not for the dead, nor bemoan 
him,” the prophet Jeremiah admonishes us, “but weep for that which 
bas been Carried away and can never return.” 

The bonour we pay to our dead is to be valued according to the respect 
we bave shown them in life, The true mourner is the faithful husband. 
constant wife, the devoted child, the loving brother or sister, the rea! 
friend, who has nothing to regret as he or she looks back upon the past, 
and reviews the happy years of unbroken friendship and included affection. 
That feeling has nothing in common with the inconsolable grief we must 
feel, and when we reflect that nothing can recall those whom we deeply 
wropged when we bad them with us—the poor we declined to help, the 
unhappy we refused to comfort, the defenceless we left unprotected, the 
sensitive we humiliated, the softs hearts against which we hardened our. 
selves. We owed them all some debt of affection, honour, kindness. 
assistance, that they have gone from us before half our debt had been 
discharged. They pleaded to us in vain, and now we call to them with 
vain regrets. The ears into which they-spoke were deaf to our cries for 
forgiveness. They looked up into our eyes for some token of affection. 
and to-day their eyes are closed to every visible sign of grief on our part.

American Jewish Congress. 
Aid for European Jews. 


At a recent meeting of the American Jewish Congress, Rabbi Dr. 


Stephen Wise, the President, who was in the chair, gave a report of 
the Congress's activities during the past six months. Their work, he 
said, had included the securing of an asylum in Canada for 5,000 of thoir 
homeless brethren, the fight against the Ku-Kiux-Klan, which was finally 
beginning to bear fruit, their intervention with the Rumanian Ambassador 
against anti-Jewish excesses in that country, their efforts in amelior- 
atiog the Salonika Sunday-olosing law, as well as their contribution 
towards the call for the creation of the Emergency Committee on Jewish 
Refugees. Mr. David Yellin, Vice-Mayor of Jerusalem, supplomented 
Dr. Wise’s report, | 

Judge Mack gave a report of the work of the Committee of Jewish 
Delegations, and made an appeal for American aid for the Committee. 
Hie asked that the Congress,in addition to its moral support, should sub- 
vention the Committee to the extent of at least 15,000 dollarsa year. At 
the suggestion of Mr. Joseph barondess, it was decided to convene a 
special meeting of the Executive Committee to discuss and take action 
upon reports of Jewish distress in L.urope. 


The Emergency Committee on Jewish Refugees, of which Mr. Louis 
Marshall and Dr. Stephen 5. Wise are the heads, announces a contribution 
of 2,500 dollars from Mr, Nathan Straus. The Committee is endeavouring 
to raise a fund of 500,000 dollars for the relief of 15,000 immigrant Jews 
stranded in various European seaports and Cuba. 
tributions received to date approximate 50,000 dollars. This does not 
include pledges from various communities which are organising to raise 
|uotas assigaed to them by the Committee. 


American Joint Reconstruction Fund. 


Meeting in Brussels. 
\ meeting of the American Joint Reconstruction Foundation was 
be.d in Brussels recently. Mr, Philippson, the President, was in the 
chair. A survey was made of the situation in all the Reconstructive 
| oundations in the different countries. A discussion followed, and the 
meeting decided on the measures to be teken to strengthen and develop 
the co-operative organisations in Poland, Lithuania, Latvia, Czecho- 
~lovakia, Ramania, etc. 

The President emphasised the fact that, in consequence of limitation 
of means, they could appropriate only a part of the funds which they had 
recognised it as mecessary to appropriate. For the same reason the 
Foundation was obliged, for the present, to limit its support to co-operative 
and agricultural credit organisations, and not to make any new appro- 
priations for a time to other societies with a reconstructive programme, 
eogaged in repairing buildings damaged during the war or in supporting 
trade schools, 


French President Visits Rothschild Foundation. 


The Emperor Claudius and the Jews. | 
{From our Correspondent.] PARIS. 


Mr. Doumergue, President of the Republic, recentiy paid a 
visit to the mansion and art collection which the late Baroness Salomon 
de Rothschild, who died in 1922, left to the State, together with the eum 
of 100,000 francs for its upkeep. In the name of the Council of Adminis- 
tration of the Rothschild Foundation, Mr, Barthou, the President, welcomed 
Mr. Doumergue. The latter paid tribute to the memory of Baroness 
de Rothschild, whose magnificent gift had so appreciably increased the 
Dation’s artistic wealth. 

At the last meeting of the Académie des Inscriptions et Belles-Lettres, 
Mr. Solomon Reinach read a paper on some lines of a letter addressed 
by the Emperor Claudius to the Alexandrians, which has recently been 
deciphered at the British Museum on a papyrus dating back to approxi- 
mately 45 c.g. Io this dooument the Emperor forbids the Jews to 


arrange for other Jews to come from Syria and the rest of Egypt to - 


Alexandria. The roason was that their conduct inspired him with grave 
Suspicions, whioh are indicated by the statement that he was prepared 
to fight against “a plague that threatens to spread to the whole human 
race.” This “plague” wasa epiritual one. Clandius feared the dissemi. 
nation of Judaism, and desired to take action against the Messianic creed, 
Which, while announcing the end of the world, tended to upset Roman

same Emperor, some years later, banished the Jews from Rome. We,

The Council of the United Synagogue, at a meeting held in February 


of last year, appointed a Committee to consider and: report as to what . 


stéps should be taken to bring into Mine the salaries of the Ministers 


and Readers now in office receiving much. lower salarics than those 


recommended to be paid to the Ministers selected to fill the posts then 
vacant in two congregations. The Committee will present a report to the 
Council meeting convened for Monday next. The following passages are 
extracted from the report: | 
The Committee are of the unanimous opinion that with one or two minor 
aéynstment«, to which reference will be-m the salarie: and remuneration cf 
the Ministers and Readers now in offiee are generally in tine with one another 


and with those attaching to posts recently filled to which the foregoing . 


Resolution refers, 
in the opivien of the Committee it is not poasible to say that a Minister's 


salary ic or is not adequate. The service which the ideal Minister can render to — 


a modern Anglo-Jewish congregation is so great that if it were to be measured 
by commercia! standards it would be impossible to say that any salary that 
might be mentioned represents a greater value than the services to be rendered, 
But it is of the essence of the position of a Minister of Religion that he can only 
fulfil bis taek in life if his calling carries with it ite own reward in the conscionus- 


indeed to mankind. No Minister can succeed in his task who enters upon it in 
anyother spirit. We can, however, bope to retieve him from actual worldly 


detachment without which no Minister can render much valuable service to a 
modern copyregation. The more we succeed iu achieving that the more chance 
shall we have of finding men adenuate tofulfil the office Your Committee have 
observed with great satisfaction the immense progress which the United 
Synagogue has been able to make in that direction. Comparing the salaries of 
the Ministers and Readers of the United Synagogue twenty vears ago with those 
established to-day, there has been an increase in the average imdividual salary 
of approximately 77 per cent. During the same period the salaries of sevior 
members of the Civil Service have risen.by jess than 50 per cent, whilst there 
ere few, if any, professional posts at the principal Pniversities in this country 
whose salaries have increased by 25 per cent. during the same period, and very 
lew indeed who are protested by so generous a pension echeme as that of the 
linited Synagogue. It may also be mentioned that the salaries paid by the 
I'n.ted Synagogue toitse Ministers and Readers are in advance of those paid by 
aoy otber religious denomination in the country.

£1R,—1 venture to think that no more important question has recently 
been raised in your columns than that of the present attitude of Judai«m 
towards, proselytes, and I join with you in holding that “ the questio: 
cne of practical and by no means merely academic importance.” I woud 
go even further, and submit that the problem raises isaues of « ite 
fundamenta! importance, beyond the domain of the merely pract!« |! «© 
academic. 

Speaking for myself, I confess I am at present completely in tho 
dark as to what is the official attitude of latter-day orthodox Judaism 
on the question of proselytism and the policy governing the recepticn «! 
converts. 

[ have a vague idea that Judaism in the past not only never 
overtiy sought converts, but has generaiiy adopted a rather repe!'ir: 
attitude towards such as presented themselves for conversion. Not ov'y 
has it never—at any rate in post-Biblical times—stood forth to the wor!d 
as a missionary religion, but it has seldom gone out ofits way to make 
emooth the path of the proselyte. 

Is this, broadly speaking, a correct summary of the present usay 
official attitude? And, if so, | would ask in all seriousness: I« a per- 
sistence in this attitude (1) really justified on purely religiov« or 
theological grounds (2) calculated-to promote the enduring interest: of 
Judaism as a world religion ? 

it seems to me a matter of vital moment that all sincere Jews sbon'! 


be able to make up their minds on these important questions, ane v2 
burke them altogether. 


Do we want converts, or do we not? 
should we not go forth and seek them ? 
guite clear why ? 

I trust we may soon have an authoritative and well-cons)dcrod 
apswer to these vexed questions from the Chief Rabbi.

Alien Passengers. 
WHITE PAPER ISSUED. 


A White Papor (Cmd, 2,154-11) issued last week shows that during 
the three months ended September 50th last, 164,154 alion passengers, 
excluding transmigrants, landed in the United Kingdom, 175,834 embarked, 
and 611 were refused leave to land. The totals for the corresponding 
period of 1923 were 122,398 landed, 151,537 embarked, and 517 refused 
leave to land, The 1924 totals include 20,857 residents returning from 
abroad, 15,103 passengers in transit to other countries, 98,575 visitors on 
holiday, 22,828 visitors on business, 2,383 members of foreign diplomatic 
aod other missions, 2,932 seamen, and 5,452 other passengers. 

In the nine months of this year ended September 50th, $21,151 persons 
janded, 311,576 embarked, and 1,827 were refused leave toland. The 
respective figures for the corresponding period of last year were 259,913 
‘anded, 255,350 embarked, and 2,295 refused leave to land.

OUR PIONEERS.* 


- — 


A visitor to Palestine last September, if he walked along the road 
which joins tho Mount of Olives to the northern suburbs of Jerusalem, 
would see, strolling ia groups, or doing rough work on the British war- 
cemetery and the buildings of the future Hebrew University, a new type 
of Jewish youth—-the “Chalutzim,” or “ Pioneers.” 

The Pioneers are the result—in some ways perhaps unforeseen— 
of the physical and mental! selection and training carriéd out by the local 
committees who, in various parts of Europe, present Jewish candidates 
under the existing echeme of regulated immigration into Palestine. 
Most of them are young men, of an average age of about two and twenty, 
dressed in short khaki knickerbockers and open-throated white shirts, 
and bareheaded or with European cloth caps: There are a few girls 


among them, with bobbed bair, short-sleeved white cotton dresses and — 


horn spectacles. The mejority of them come from Eastern Europe— 
U krainia, Poland, tumania, or Czecho-Slovakia. Many have received a 
secondary or university education, so that the labourers on the University 
buildings look like a group of students. They are mostly in excellent 
physical condition, and often hold their heads with an air of confident 
will-power. If the day is a Jewish holiday, the visitor may see the 
Pioneers crowding round the dusty sports ground on the Bethlehem road, 
cheering their football eleven, who are playing with almost professional 
skill ang success a matoh against the British Air Foroe, or some visiting 
team from Egypt. Ounecanthere watch the contrast between the Pioneers 
and the“ Yeshiba” boys—the unhealthy-looking lads in long coats and 
black felt hats with oily ourls hanging down each cheek, whose type have 
lived for centuries in Jerusalem on the scanty allowances sent by the 
pious Jews of the Dispersion, and who spond eight or ten hours a day in 
wemorising incredible masses of Rabbinical commentaries on the Talmud, 
{ have been told that subscriptions for the Yeshiba students are now 
becoming more difficult to collect, and that their numbers are declining. 

: The Work of the “ Chalutz.” 

If one motors north from Jerusalem, by the good roads which the 
Pioneers bave helped to make, to the plain of Esdraelon and the shores of 
the Sea of Galilee, one sees another side of Pioneer life. The Arab 
villages on which one looks down from the heights of Carmel fade in the 
middie distance into the brown autumn dust of the lightly ploughed soil ; 
but bere and there, on the plain and the adjoining foothills, the new 
square white houses, and red-tiled roofs of the Jewish “ agricultural 
colonies” stand out, raw and unmistakable. The Pioneers and the 
recent immigrants who share the Pioneer spirit have built these colonics 
with their own hands, on land, often originally marsby and malarious, 
which has been bought at enormous prices (mainly with the. help of 
American Jewish eubscriptions) from the Arab proprietors. Every colony 
has its own economic organisation, ranging from individualist peasant 
oceupaucy with a certain amount of co-operation in the use of agricultural 
machiuery, through extended co-operation on a basis of private property, 
to that logical extremo of communism in which the new-born babies lic 
in the little partitioned cribs of a communal nursery, Oa ono of the 
hospital beds of such a communist colony I saw a powerful young man 
with fever, reading a German translation of J. R. MacDonald's book on 
Socialism, and wondered how far he found it useful in settling the 


dificalities of a community numbering perhaps a bundred and fifty souls. - 


As our party drove from one Jewish colony to another ini the Northern 
valleys, | thought of the Socialist and Fourierist communities on which, 
eighty or ninety years ago, 80 many of the most eager young reformers in 
Europe and America wasted their toil and money and hopes. Was I 
merely watching another chapter in the same barren history? I found 
myself confident that I was not 

in the first place, the Pioncers have behind them a three-thousand.- 
year-old tradition of lovo for the cradle-land of thelr race, a tradition 
which is stropg enough to carry them over many failures and disillusion. 
ments, and to supply them with a continuous stream of new and 
enthusiastic recruits, In the next place, itis not so easy for a Palestinian 
Pioneer to “return to the world” as it was for a young American or 
French Socialist in the eighteen-forties and fifties. The “quota” of 
permitted immigrants from Palestine and Tranjordania into the United 
States is, for instance, this year exactly one hundred. It is more likely 
that the pew Pioneer colonies will develop somewhat on the lines of the 
older pre-war colonies on the coast near Jaffa, which have already 
organised an apparently settled and permanent economic life. The new 
Jewish city of Tel-Aviv, built on the sandhills outside Jaffa, is becoming 
the centre of that life, and has since the war grown from perhaps three 
thousand to twenty-two thousand inhabitants, 

West and East, 

But the chief reason which makes me believe that Jewish colonization 
in Palestine is an experiment which is capable of being tried out to the 
end, and which in some form or other may leave permanent and important 
results, is that the Pioneers, even when they think they are recreating 
tho life of their Palestinian ancestors, represent an absolutely new impact 
of the Western upon the Eastern world-outlook at the most critical point 
of the frontier between Europe and Asia. One cannot help comparing ib 
‘with the impact which took place at the same point two thousand years 
&£0, When the conquests of Alexander and Pompey opened Syria and 
Palestine to the world-outlook of Hellenism. When I stood onthe Trans. 
Jordanian plateau among the ruins of ‘Amman I was amazod at the 
evidence before mo of the force with which the Hellenist culture, in the 
Centuries immediately before and after the Christian era, Swept over the 
Semitic frontier, until it died away among the sands of Irak, The young

Greek-speaking Jew or Syrian who sat and wa tched the plays of Euripides 


and Ménander on the white stone seats of the beantifal ‘Amman theatre, 
from which a gang of blue-clad Arab prisoners are now clearing the refase 
offifty generations, was tho representative of a mental force of which the 
Reman Jegions and roads were merely the instruments, 

The white-shirted, sunburnt Palestinian Pioneers are in many res- 
‘pects as unlike as may be to the Hellenized youths who sat in the 
' Amman theatre and wrote some of the sad little Heinesque elegics in 
the later sections of the Greek Anthology. ‘The mental foreo which they 
bring to bear upon Eastern tradition is modern science, less beautiful, 
but wore immediately powerful for good or evil than the philosophy of 
Philo or Plotinus, or the poetry of Meleager. In their life of small-scale 
sub tropical agriculture on a mainly barren soil the Pioneers are driven 
not only by religious and national patriotism, but even more by the fact 
that they have been trained in Heals: hulen aud technical colleges to look 
en each half-acre of their land as a laboratory, and cach cropas an experi- 
ment whose results are to be accepted and applied with scientific patienco 
and watcbhfulness. Every success under the similar climatic conditions 
of California or North Africa in growing bananas and citrus-fruits, or 
breeding mules, or the ploughing of dry soils, or selection of seed, is 
known at once in the Jewish technical school at Maifa or the admirable 
agricultural research station at Tel-Aviv. And if the colonists succeed fn 
growing three tons of produce where their Arab neighbours grow only 
one, the influence of that fact will spread more irresistibly than a new 
form of government or art. 

Porhaps itis inthe fight against disease that this impact of the Wester 
idea of experimental science upon the Eastern tradition of passive sub- 
ioission to the will of heaven is most impressive. In the little Jewish 
hospital at Safed, with its rigid cleanliness, its musiin-covered food and 
its eimple apparatus of sterilization tubs and X-ray room, one felt as if 
the secular process in which the human race was forced siowly north by 
insect-borne disease from the tropical belt in which it was: originally 
evolved might already be in process of reversal, One blazing autumn 


rooms on the first floor of an Arab hougee. Their only inhabitant was an 
Arabic and iHebrow-speaking Jewish girl of perhaps two-and-twenty, born 
and bt up in Tiberias, and trained asa nurse in a Jerusalem hospital. 
Her two rooms were a babies’ clinic, which had just been opened, and 
which already bad one bundred and thirty-seven mothers with their infants 
on its books, The official hours were over forthe day, but au Arab mother 
whose baby could not suck bad just come in and was waiting paticnutly 
for advice. The little nurso was as proud of being a representative of 
medern ecientific methed as Paul of Tarsus was of bis Roman citizensh!p 
and his combination of Greek and Hebrew learning.

But the impact of modern ecience upon Palestinian traditian is likely 
to produce deeper and more subtle resulta than the improvement of 
ag¢ricuituré and health., Whentwo thousand years ago, Helienism entered 
Palestine, the main importance of that event to mankind arose, not from 
ite direct influence on the spot, but from the fact that a new type of 
thought and feeling which was thus created swept back westward through 
the Greek-s peaking cities of the Mediterrancan, and ultimately conquered 
the civilised world. To-day the civilised world is again waiting, humbly 
enough, for some other new type of thought and feeling, some other new 
channel along which the stream of human hope and pity and reverence 
may flow. Where is it most likely to appear’ One remembers the long 
desks radiating beneath the come cf the British Museum Library, 
iecture rooms at Oxford and Harvard, Khoman or Anglican Cathedrals and 
American Institutional Churches, Parliament heuses, Government 
departments, Geneva committee rooms, the editorial buildings of creat 
cewspapers. Compared with these centres of morul and intelectual 
effort, the two-thirds of a million Arabs and hundred thousand Jews in 
Palestine, living for the most part lives of severe manual labour, way 
seem to ue as negligible as the River Jordan seemed to Naaman. And 
yet it may not be fanciful.to imagine that a word of power may once 
more come westward from Palestine. In Palestine the things of the 
wind and spirit bave a tang of reality which those that leave it tell 
me that they miss ia London or Parisor New York. ‘The patriotic Arab 
seholar who déscribed to me with shining eyes his hopes of reviving the 
tradition of Arabic culture in the days of Avicenna and Averroes: the 
Jewieb schoolmaster teaching elementary anatomy, in his newly icarut 
or newly invented Hebrew, at Haifa, or im a temporary hat on the 
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Esdracion plain; the biologist working at plant-diseases at Tel-Aviv, a!) 
care for what they are doing with an urgent intensity which makes Maida 
Vale and Long Island seem only half alive. 

And the tang of reality makes itself most sharply felt when modern 
sclentific methods are brought to bear upon religious tradition, Evcy 
since the days of Constantine and Helena, the innumerabie rock-tombs 
and springs and caves of Palestine have been covered with a spawn cf 


- drearily false legend. One sickens of all the orthodoxies as one is taken 


by a Moslem guide round the competing Latin, Coptic, Greek, and Arme- 
nian wiracle-sites in the vulgar greup of buildings which make up tho 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem. But if one walks a few 
hundred yards to the Museem of the Department of Antiquities, whery 
the results of recent Palestinian excavation are collected and compared 
with specimens and photographs of Egyptian, Cretan and Hittite remains, 
one finds oneself in the presence of an amazingly vew andexciting section 
of the central history of civilisation and religion. In the Palestine 
Oriental Society, Dominican fathers, Anglican ecclesiastics, Jewish 
laymen and rabbis, and a learned Arab Christian, meet on the common 
basis of trust in the methods of patient scientific research. J sat ono 
afternoon drinking tea in a garden cutside the walls of Jerusalem with a 
group cf learned men which included an English Canon talking fucnt 
Hebrew to a Jewish writer whose Hebrew book on Jesus of Nazareth, ho 


bad just translated, and an American archmologist who suddenly «aid: 


“Here in Palestine history means something and feels like somethiny. 
It is nota shadowy and tasteless school-subject as it is im Chicayy or 
Cleveland.” 

“Die englische Geduld.” 


But vo one in Palestine feels sure that this newly sprouting crop ct 


experiment and thought and emotion will be given time for harvesting.

American 
Arch «ological Institute, the British School of St. George, the hos)itals 
and agricaltural colleges, may be beaps of ruins, and a few peasant» \.ay 
ride armed alovg the neglected roads to sell a bag of corm and buya 
handful of cartridges in Jerusalem or Jaffa. A young Pioneer (om 
Czecbo Slovakia with whom I, being ignorant of Hebrew, talked German 
on the billside above Tiberias, told me that his only hope of escape from 
this danger lay in die englische Gcoduld—the “doggedness” with. which 
he believed the English carry out their promises. Im November, })!", ap 
our moment of most desperate need, Lord Balfour, on our behalf, promised 
that “ His Majesty's Government . . . will use their best endeay irs 
to facilitate . . . the establishment in Palestine of a Nationa) Licwe 
for the Jewish People,” and in 1922 w cepted a Mandate endorse. by 
the Leagve of Nations in which the Balfour Declaration was incorporated. 
Our promise was accompanied by a reservation that “nothing sha! bo 
done which may prejudice the civil and religtous rights of existin; non. 
Jewish communities in Palestine,” which limited the ordinary meaning 
of the phrase National Home; and the Pioneers, who, as one of thelr 
leaders said to me, came to Palestine in 1919“ with the Balfour Declaration 
in one hand and the Jewish Bible in the other,” have themselves learnt 
to moderate both their expectations and theirdemands. But the Ba. four 
Declaration still remains. It was intended to mean something in the 
ears of those to. whom it was addressed, and we received from them tho 
active sympathy for which we asked. Whatever modification io the 
details of our policy may be suggested by experience, we are not free. as 
£0 Many English journalists and politicians seem to assume, to guide ovr 
future action in Palestine purely by cur owa momentary convenience.

So far dic engiische GVeduld has held good. The British administration 
spends each year ita tiny Palestinian revenue, with a sivogular absence of 
Anglo-lndian arrogance and pomp, in patient attempts to secure free play 
for Jewish enterprise and enthusiasm, to encourage by persona! inthucnce 
the bard- working Arab peasant farmers to increase their crops, improve 
thelr roads, and build schools, and ultimately to bring about understand i: 
and goodwill between ali the races and religions. Palestine has, there: 
fore,*l hope and believe, fifty years before it of safety from invasion and 
civil war, in which, both its economic and intellectua) development may 
proceed unchecked. But if a word of power is to come again frou) 
Dalestine, something else will bo needed besides peace secured by patient 
and just administration, and that something else must come from (he 
Palestinian thinkers themselves. A {nture historian of religion may 
record that at this moment in Palestine a handful of students are faciny 
the same dilemma which led Paul in Antioch to “ resiat Cephas to the 
face.” Bhall their new knowledge and new intellectual energy be vsed 
to strengthen the authority of particular Churches, and to make for each 
one its particular compromise with the scientific spirit? Or shall they 
work conscic isly in the clear Palestinian air towards a message which 
can Le preached to the whole work] ?

DISCUSSIONS WITH SIR HERBERT SAMUEL. 


The whole question of the relations between the two mandatory 
territories of Palestine and Syria were under diseussion during tho 
oMcial visit to Jerusalem last week of General Weygand, tho Vrench 
High Commissioner for Syria and the Lebanon. He has had severs! 
conversations with Sir Herbert Samucl wits a view to settiv: 
up @ system of co-operation between the two countries, particularly 
in the direction of joint action iy euppressing brigandage alorg the 
frontiers, of establishing a better Bystem of communication betwecu 
the two countrics, and of economic co-operation. The Arab: question iv 
connection with the Wababi conquest of the Hed jaz, the fall of ox- Kin; 
Hussein, and the position now occapied in the Arab world by the Wababt 
ruler, Ibn Sand, the Sultan of the Nejd, are understeod te bave been ase 
undor discussion by the two High Commisstoners, 

In regard to communication between Syria and Palestine, severs! 
concrete proposals have been coneliered for the construction of the 
posed railway between the port of Haifa and the port of Beirut iv 
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The possibility of adding to the Palestine territory three kilometres along 
the shores of Lake Kinereth (Lake Tiberias, also Sea of Gatilee) to inclade 
the whole of the Lake within Palestinc territory, has also been discussed. 

In a private conversation, General Weygand declared himself 
satisfied with the negotiations conducted during his visit. He stated his 
conviction that Palestine and Syria can act together, and expressed his 
satisfaction at the progress which he has observed in Palestine. 

In an interview with Press representatives in Palestine, General 
Weygand paid a tribute to Sie Herbert Samuel. He said that.he highly 
appreciated the Palestine High Commissioner’ 3 friendliness and penanmeee 
to co-operate with him, 


General Weygand was entertained at an official dinner at Govern. 
ment House last Sunday. In the course of an address; Sir Herbert 
Samuel said: “we are not administering colonies or protectorates, but 
mandated countries. This is something new in history. ‘The chief 
characteristic of this form of administration is the fact that we are res. 
ponsible for our administration to the League of Nations. When I was 
at Geneva last month reporting on the Palestine Administration to the 
jiermanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, I saw that 
the League is seriously entering into all matters relating to our administra. 
tion of the mandated countries. Our duty is to carry out fairly the 
application of the Mandates by means of co-operation between the French 
and British High Commissioners of the two mandated countries,” 

General Weygand, replying to Sir Herbert Samuel's speech, declared 
that France aimed at co-operation and frierdship with the British 
Mandatory Power in Palestine. Excellent relations existed between the 
authorities of Palestine and Syria. It was necessary to extend the 
co-operation already existing between the two countries by a form of 


closer economic relations and by settlement of ali the outstanding 
questions between them.

‘Their 
efforts had had to be curtailed through want of funds. There was much 
immorality in the clty, and it was the duty of all to try and lessen the 
evil. During the past four years the number of cases dealt with waa 115. 

Mr. 8. Cohen, Secretary of the London Association, delivered an 
address on the work carried out by that body. They were there, he 
said, firstly to try and prevent immorality. 143 cases were not much for 
a town like Manchester. London dealt with 1,500 cases. Unfortunately, 
present-day Jews had departed from the high ideais of their forefathers, 
There was a total lack of respect on the part of children for their parents, 
and a loss of faith in the Jewish religion. Through the lay workers and 
the Ministry many improvements mirht be effected. If the Manchester 
committee could obtain the assistance of employers of labour, more young 
girls might be employed to their great advantage. Mr. Coben referred to 
the White Slave traffic and the steps taken successfully to eradicate it, 

Mrs. Leslie Pyke, Hon. Secretary of the Montefiore Schools for Girls, 
read a paper on the work done in London by women for women and 
children. They, however, lacked tae assistance of women of high 
character, Bhe appealed to women not to evade their responsibilities. 

Mrs, Nathan Laski said that she had been a member of the Manchester 
(ommitteo for many years, and deplored the lack of communal! workers, 
‘fone woman were to take one case, aud throughly deal with it, it would 
be Of great advantage. It was necessary to get a hold on the boys and 
3 of the age of fourteen. Mre, Laski spoke of the excellent work done 
by the Saturday evening socia! ¢itherings under the auspices of the Jews’ 
schools, The young girls were thus brought into the right environment, 
od had an opportunity of participating in the right enjoyment for youth.

Last Sunday, the annual distribution of prizos to the pupils was held 
at the Schools, 179, Harrow Road.

Action Against the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


ASCHIKENASY THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, Lrp.,” & OTHERS: 

A letter which was sent to TH® JEWISH CHRONICLE for publication 
ever the signature of “ A Manchester Jew,” and which was published in 
all good faith in our issue of April 18th last under the heading of 
“Sncharitable Charity.” was the subject of an action brought by 


Mr. 6. Aschkenasy of Manchester, who asserted that the statements | 


contained in the letter were written concerning himself and conatituted a 
libel. The defendants on being informed of this had fally admitted the libel, 
and hed apologised (in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, of August 8th, as woll as 
by their pleadings in anawer to the Statement of claim), for inserting 
the letter. But the plaintiff demanded to know the name of the writer 
of the letter, and this the Defendants would not divulge, on the ground 
that such would be contrary to the honourable understanding upon which 
all newspaper communications are received for publication. The 
defendants, therefore, having achnowledged, and expressed regret ior, the 
libel contained in the letter, declared themselves willing in the circum- 
stances to accept full responsibility for it. 

The action was tried at the Manchester Assizes on Wednesday before 
Mr. Justice Avory and a special jury, when the plaintiff, civing evidence, 
admitted that he had not been materially injured by the libel in any, way, 
hut declared he bad suffered mental anguish and annoyance, because he 
was sure the letter complained of was written by a person who for years 
had persecuted him and been his active enemy. Describing the distress 
the Jetter had caused him the plaintiff broke down and sobbed violently and 
was assisted fromthe witness box. He was the only witness called, and the 
defendants were not asked to reveal the name of the writer of the letter 
in question or to produce it. After the Judge had summed up, the Jury 
awarded plaintiff damages £500 and costs, 

Counsel for the Plaintiff, Mr. Cyril Atkinson, K.C., M.P., Sir Hugh 
Fraser, and Mr. Lustgarten, instructed by Messrs. Lawson, Coppock and 
Hart (Manchester) ; Counsel for the Defendants, Mr. T. Eastham, K.C., 
and Mr. Neville J. Laski, instructed by Messrs. Soames, Edwards and Jonee 
(London). 


ADMISSIONS OF A SALPORD DOctTor.—The Ministry of Health conducted 
an inquiry at Manchester, on Tuesday, into the professional conduct of 
Dr A. I. W. Sandelson, of Salford, a medical practitioner on the panel of 
doctors employed by the Salford Insurance Committee. The Inquiry 
Committee consisted of Mr. Hugh Gamon (who presided), Dr. H. G. Dain, 
and Dr. A. Forbes. Mr. L. Wingate-Saul, K.C. (with him Mr. Gilbert 
Jordan) appearcd for the Salford Local Medical and Panel Committee, 
and Mr. J’, Lastham, K.C., and Mr. J. B. Melville, inatructed by Mesers. 
(iisborae and Co., Solicitors, represented Dr. Sandelson. Mr. Eastham 
said that Dr Sandelson admitted that he had given a prescription 
without a persona! examination of the patient. He further admitted that 
his assistant, in his absence, had given four medical certificates to Mre. 
Jonee, wrongly stating that shoe had becn examined on specific dates. Ho 
(Mr. Eastham) bad advised Dr. Sandelson that such irregularities could 
not be justified. regard to certein entries in Dr. Sandelson’s day- 
sheets (sheets upon which the medical practitioner is required to keep a 
record of al) visite and attendances), Mr. Eastham submitted that these 
were made ata time when Dr. Sandelson and bis assistant were working 
under great difficulty in am overcrowded area, during an epidemic of 
measios and pneumonia, Dr. Sandelson admitted that there were 
attendances booked which ought not to have been booked, but, on the 
Other band, he had omitted to make entries which he should have made. 
Having made these admissions Dr. Sandelson desired to retire from the 
pane}. He had sent a letter of resigvation to the pane! committee, and 
ho had also sold his practice. In these circumstances he (Mr. Eastham) 
had advised bim that there was no need for him to take any further part in 
the inyuiry, Dhe Chairman pointed out that they were present for the pur- 
pose of conducting an inguiry for the Ministry, and that the matter could 
not be settled bet ween Dr. Sandejson and the Salford Insurance Committee. 
Mr, Wingate-Saul said there had been no settlement as between Dr. 
Handelson and the Committee. After the Chairman had intimated that 
the inquiry could not be adjourned, Mr. Eastham said he had decided 
to stand by the advice he had given to Dr. Sandelson that no usefu! purpose 
could be served by bie taking any further partin it. Mr. Eestham then 
retired, During the subsequent proceedings, which werethus ¢. , arte, it was 
stated that two specific charges—one relating to entries in the day-sheets 
of visite toa Mrs. Jones, and the other to the issuing of four medica) certifi- 
cates during Dr. Sandelson’s absence—had been withdrawn. The inquiry 
was closed, and the chairman intimated that a report would be made in 
due course to the Minister of Health. 
BEQUEL TC A MoTOR AccIDENT.—Captain Woolf Barnato, of Blindley 
Death, Lingfield, who was not present when his motor car. driven by his 
chauteur, knocked down and injured Miss Ethel Maude Coote, a Golders 
Green typist, was ordered, in the King’s Bench Division, on Tnesday, to 
pay £1,500 damages to the girl. The defence was that the accident wae 
Caused by Miss Coote’s megligence. Ib was stated that the car wae 
driven at a fast pace on the wrong side of the road. 

En> TRIAL: VERDICT OF MANSLAUGHTER.—On 
Tuesday, at the O!d Bailey, a verdict of “ Manslaughter” was returned 
by the jury against Alfred Solomons, accused of the murder of Barney Blitz, 
& bookmaker, who was recently stabbed at the Eden Social Club, Hamp- 
stead oad. Slr Edward Marsbal!-Hall, defending, sald that it had given 
him considerabie av xiety and pain to have to ask questions about the dead 
man, but they were necessitated by the suggestion that Biiiz was a 
harmless little fellow. The evidence showed that the club was fre uented 
mostly by the racing fraternity, mombers of the Jewish persuasion, ana 
the sooner that sort of place was shut up the better. Counsel added that 
four firme in Covent Garden had given Solomons a good character, and 

the fact that members of the great Jowish Community wero providing 
the fumde for the defence, showed that Solomons could not be such 


a® scoundrel as had been suggested. Mr. Justice Salter, in the 
course of his summing up, said tbat the killing of any person was 
marier, unless there were circumstances which justified the jury in 
reducing the charge to the still very grave one of manslaughter. The real 
peint which the jury had to decide was how far the fatal blow was deliberate 
an#.intentional. Solomons was found guilty of “ manslaughter,” and 
sentenced to three years’ pena! servitude. 


FUR THIEVES SENTENCED.—Found guilty, before Judge Atherley-Joner, 
K.C,, at the Central Criminal Court on Monday, of conspiracy to steal 
‘Wantities of skins and furs, Gedala ritzmann, 30, agent, was sentenced 
to nine months’ imprisonment with bard labour, and Reuben Malkhassian, 


50, agent, to six months’ Imprisonment in the second division. The Judge » 


also recommended the prisoners for deportation, and ordered them to pay 
420 towards the costs of the prosecution. air. Frederick Levy defended 
the ‘prisoners, whoboth pleaded “Not Guilty.” Mr. Eustace Fulton, 
prosecuting, said that the two men only arrived in this country in October, 
One was an Armenian and the other had a Brazilian passport. 


SUMMONED FOR DESERTION.—At Birkenhead Pofice Court last week, 
Maisie Nathanson, a Gentile, summoned her husband, John Nathanson, 
for desertion. She stated that he married her under the name of 
Mathieson, and it-was not until a year Jater that she found out-.be was a 
Jew. His relatives advised her, when at Leeds, to find a young man in 
Birkenhead of her own faith, as her husband “had plenty of Jewesse:” 
An order was made for £1 a week. 

CHARGE AGAINST AN ALIEN.—Louis Gold, twenty-four, @ presser of 
55, Kensington Park Road, was charged at 01d Street Police Court, on 
Tuesday, with having landed in the United Kingdom without permission. 


He pleaded guilty through an interpreter, and said that he was pleased’ 


with éverything in this country, but not in Russia. It was stated that he 
came to Engiand to see his father. Mr. Watson paseed sentence of four- 
teen days’ inthe second division, and made a deportation order. 

JUDGE AND INTERPRETER’S DuTIss.—In a claim for possession at 
the Whitechapel County Court, a man said that his lodger had abused 
him by using bad language. Requested by the Judge to write down the 
offensive words, the man said that he could not write English, and asked 
if he could have the eervices of the Yiddish interpreter. Judge Cluer: 
‘Certainly not! I won’t bave the interpreter translate flithy language. 
Ifpeople won't learn to write, | won't bave the interpreter suffer. Itis 
not consistent with his position!” 

MAGICIAN’S FAILURE.--Dast week at the London Bankruptcy Courf, 
the creditors of Horace Goldstein, the illusionist, professionally known 
as Horace Goldin, met under the receiving order made against hin on 
his own petition. Mr. Goldin said he was a naturalised American of 
Russian birth. The outbreak of the war greatly affected his earnings. 
lle went on tour im 1915 in the Far East, and during his absence bis 
landlord distrained on his effects in London and sold them. His 
theatrical properties, which cost him thousands of pounds, were also sold 
a year ago for less than £100. The heavy interest on borrowed money 
bad contributed to bis failure. He estimated bis liabilities at £9,000 and 
his asscts were two rings worth £1 each and thirty-six dollars io an 
American bank. The case wae left with the Official Receiver, 


Kusbman, a tailor’s presser, and Albert Rrown, 
a chauffeur, were, at the Old Bailey on Friday, both found “ Not Guilty” 
on a charge of stealing a motor-car, and a quantity of petrol, the proporty 
of the Service Co., Ltd., and were discharged.-—At the resumed hearing of 
the charzeoft “ manslaughter” brought against Mr. L. Joseph, of Edgbaston 
(referred to in our issue of the 7th inst.) at the Stafford Assizes last Friday, 
Joseph was found “ Not Guilty "and discharged. The Commissioner held 
that no conviction for criminal negligence could be sustained on tho 
eviderco.
